EUITOBB KEPUBLIOAN:—It seems that 


my letter of Feb. 10, has stirred the right- 
eous indignation of Jo. Ray and " Jack 
Plain, 8r." I am glad to see that it is 
considered of sufficient^ importance 
to 


bring out the anathemas of the opposition. 
We want all questions affecting the inter- 
est of the producer and consumer discussed; 
there are not a few who sail under the 
flag of anti-mociopoly, who are in reality 
its worst eneuiies, and Jo. Ray, of For- 
sytb, is certainly one of that class. lie 
wants to be Iree from some curse—and in 
order to extricate himself is like the poor 
moth that flutters around the lamp until 
it scorches itself to death. He says it is 
better to pay $70 for a Wisconsin wagon 
than it is to pay $75 for a Decatur wagon. 
I answer that I do not object to his buying 
a Wisconsin wagon at less price rather 
than aj Decatur wagon at a greater, but I 
I say I do object to patronizing foreign 
manufacturers when home manufacturers 
arc as good and as cheap. 
I really believe 


that the manufacturer's price, with freight 
added from Wisconsin, is as great as the 
manufacturer's price in Decatur. 
Decatur 


wagon makers what Bay you 1 I know 
that the cost of wagons made in Decatur 
and sold by John W. Philips of this city, 
is no more than that asked for wagons 
manufactured in Wisconsin. The wagon 
makers in Macon, namely, George and 
Henry Cook and D. Mips, 
although 


made by hand, which is more expensive 
than those made by machinery, offur their 
wagons at the same price. 


Now, 
Mr. llay,' what da you think of 


yourself? You presume greatly upon the 
ignorance of the people when you make 
such statements. 
It may till sccin very 


well on paper, but it is too thin for the 
people to bclL-ve. Now when you reasou, 
why do you not predicate your argument 
upon fact, rather than upon hypothesis? 
Kcmembcr, figures won't lie ! 


Agaiu, he says, " If wo can sweep an 


infurnal tariff away which is levied for the 
benefit of monopolists, and not for the 
benefit of the workingman, and get our 
wngons direct from Liverpool 
at $50 


apiece—then is it not our intercut to do 
so ? " He talks as if the 12,000,000 of the 
United States should all bo producers. 
I 


admit if we were all producers it would be 
well to make Europe all consumers, but 
inasmuch as there are only 11,000,000 pro- 
ducers in the United States and the balance 
consumers, and inasmuch as Europe has 
her own producers as well as consumers, it 
would be well for him to look after the in- 
terests of tho consumers of America us 
well as the consumers of Europe. 
All the 


non-producing states furnish us a ready 
and near market for our cereals, and it 
would seem to be poor, short sighted poli- 
cy to ignore tiicm merely to furnish Eu- 
rope and pay the price of three bushels of 
corn as freight to get the fourth to Liver- 
pool. Look for a moment at the 0,000,000 
bushels of corn used as sizing by the cotton 
manufacturers of the Bast alone. Also Boe 
tho vast quantities of wheat, corn, beef and 
pork, as well as tho countless tons of vege- 
tables and fruit used by 42,000,000 people, 
all of which has to be supplied by the farm- 
er and fruit grower— as well as the 150 mil- 
lion bushels of wheat that Europe calls for 
this year—not to say anything of the 
millions of bushels of corn and oats to be 
supplied them from last year's crops by 
the American fanner, and then cry that 
the "farmer is a slave of the monopolists," 
seems like lunacy on the part of Joseph. 
And then to say that it is to the interest of 
the farmer to not patronize home manu- 
factures, is worse than suicidal. What? 
Would you rather pay the railroad com- 
panies $5 freight than to pay that amount 
to your near neighbor, for his bard earned 
toil ? Shame on such a man and such a 
policy. 


You say that the tariff of the monopolist 


ignores the interests of the working man. 
I think you had better suy that your policy 
of free trade, which will buy a wagon 
from Liverpool for i?50, leaves the poor 
working man out in the cold to starve, 
and thus you not only oppress the laborer, 
but become aa nuar an aristocracy as 
slavery was, by compelling the mtchnuic 
to work for 10 cents per day, as they do in 
Europe, when you ask 50 cents for corn 
and SI.40 for wheat, and a proportionate 
charge for all articles you rait". I say 
aotain, "Equal and exact justice lo all- 
mutual protection for all.
